Taking into consideration the 
numerical superiority of the Turks, 
and the difficulty of moving in such a 
couniry, and also the defectiveness of 
General Tchernayoff’s equipment, we 
must conclude that the war will con- 
tinue to fringe the Servian frontier. 
The strongest feature of the campaign 
is the movement of the prince of Mon- 
tenegro. He has a force estimated at 
thirty thousand, largely composed of 
volunteers from other districts. He 
boasts of his great successes; that he 
has beaten the Turks, or they have re- 
treated before him; that his men would 
have made the port of Klick useless to 
the Turks even if the Austrians had 
not closed it. He has entered Nevinsje 


co-operating with Servians, unless 
there be something very profound in 
the plan of the campaign. The notion 
that the Montenegrins do not count 
upon the success of their allies, and 
therefore go for what they can get for 
themselves, begins to prevail. A short 
time will show the truth of this. In 
the meantime, Greece remains entirely 
ful, and Roumania balances her 
emands on the porte by earnest dec- 
larations of neutrality, and will proba- 
bly keep quiet as long as she can.

For the convenience of all persons affected by the 
preceding section it shal! be their duiy to place all 
aceumulations therein mentioned in a box or other 
receptacie, and place t e same on the outside of 
the sidewalk every day, except Sunday. 

Be it further ordained, That this Ordinance 
published by the Clerk in Taz ConstTiTuTion once 
a week for four weeks, and that the Chief of 
Police be instructed to rigidly enforce the provi- 
sions of this Ordinance.
